S.R.O. 181. — In exercise of the poweis confirmed by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules fuilher to amend the General Pro- 
vident Fund (Defence Services) Rules, i960, namely : — 

(1) These rules may be called the General Provident Fund 
(Defence Services) Third Amendment Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

In the General Provident Fund (Defence Services) Rules. 
I960 ; 
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(a) In rule 25, for sub-rule (I), the following sub-rule 

shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(1) If a policy assigned to the President under rule 
22 or under the corresponding rule heretofore in 
force, matures before the subscriber quits the ser- 
vice, or if a policy on the joint lives of a subs- 
criber and the subscriber s wife or husband assigned 
under the said rule, or under the corresponding rule 
heretofore in force, falls due for paymentby reasons 
of the death of the subscriber’s wife or husband, the 
Accounts Officer shall, save as piovided by rule 
28, realise the amount assured together with any 
accrued bonuses and shall place the amount so 
realised to the credit of the subscriber in the Fund ; 

Provided that if the amount assured together with the amount 
of any accrued bonuses is more than the whole of the amount 
withheld or withdrawn, it shall be the duty of the Accounts 
Officer to pay to the subscriber the difference, on receipt of 
a written application in this behalf.” ; 

(b) the Fourth Schedule shall be omitted-

S.R.O. 183 . — In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 
184 of the Navy Act, 1957 (62 of 1957) the Central Govern- 
ment hereby makes the following regulations further to amend 
the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and Miscellaneous 
Regulations, 1964, namely: — 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Naval Cere- 
monial Conditions of Service and Miscellaneous (Amendment) 
Regulations, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publica- 
tion in the official Gazette. 

2. In Chapter III of the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions 
of Service and Miscellaneous Regulations, 1964 ; 

(1) for the words and figures “SECTION TI-^SPECIAL 

ENTRY CADETS”, the words and figures “SEC* 

TION II — GRADUATE SPECIAL ENTRY 

CADETS" shall be substituted; 

(2) in regulation 118, — 

(i) in sub-regulation (2), for clauses (b) and (c), the fol- 
lowing clauses shall respectively be substituted, 
namely : — 

“(b) Age limits, — A candidate should be between 19 
and 22 years of age on the 1st day of the month 
in whicn the course at Naval Academy, Cochin 
is due to commence. 

Note : The age limits shall in no case be relaxed. 

(c) Educational Qualifications, — A candidate should 
be a science graduate in Physics and Mathematics 
or he should possess a degree in Engineering". ; 
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(ii) for nub- regulations (4) and (5) the following sub- 
regulations shall respectively be substituted, 
namely : — 

“(4) (a) Selected candidates shall be appointed as cadets 
.and undergo the entire training in Naval Ships or Establish- 
ments, 

(b) The period of training as cadets at Naval Academy, 
Cochin shall be six months and thereafter their training as 
cadet (afloat), Midshipman, Acting Sub-Lieutenant and Sub- 
Lieutenant shall be regulated as provided in regulation 121(2), 
<a-ii), (b), (c) and (d). 


“(5) Cadets, during training at the Naval Academy, Cochin, 
in Indian Naval Ship® and Establishments, shall be subject to- 
the Navy Act." ; 

(iii) In sub-regulations (6) and (7), for the words 

‘’National Defence Academy", wherever they 
occur, the words “Naval Academy, Cochin” shall 
be substituted.
